om's ancestor, dames Brooke, first 

English monarch of Sarawak, The 
bride is a daughter of Lord and Lady 
Esher, entitled to yrefix honorable | 
to her name. 

The bridegroom is the son of the 
Teigning rajah, who is a descendant 
of James Brooke, a young naval of- 
ficer and the hero of one of Charles 
Kingsley’s novels, who received Sara- 
wak as a present from the Sultan of- 
Borneo, whose life and crown he sav- 
ed when Chinese and pirates sought 
to overthrow him. , 

Charles Vyner Brooke went to Sara- 
wak in 1897 to learn from his father, 
Sir Charles Johnson Brooke, the 
present rajah, lessons in the science 
of governing savage tribes. Since 
then he has led many expeditions | 
into the forest jungles cf the far in- 
terior 1n pursuit of head hunters and 
Malay and Chinese robber bands.

He ap- 
plied himself to civilizing the natives, 
fighting head hunting and piracy 
and building up trade with foreign | 
countries. His government was re- | 
cognized in 1863 hy England. Similar | 
action had previously been taken by | 
the United States. Rajah Brooke died | 
in 1868, and was succeeded by his 
nephew, the present ruler, who was 
knighted in 1888 by Queen Victoria.

CHOLERA IN INDIA, 


How Mahomedans Seek to Avert tive 
Dread. Plague. 


Durini the past century cholera has 
made. frequent ravages in India, 
which this year also has crept into 
the valley silently along with the | 
Hindu pilgrims, ash-besmeared ta- 
kirs, little children, men and women 
from every part of India on their way | 
up to the sacred caves of Amarnath | 
—which are situated in the snow- | 
covered mountains at the top of the 
valley—either by the pass over the 


Pir Panjal range or along the 125 | 
miles of road which leads here from | 
the nearest railroad station, Rawal 


Pindi. in the Punjab. 

Despatches describe the methods to 
avert the cholera adopted by these 
semi-developed Mahomedans, who 
have many superstitions, more of a | 
Hindu character than in accordanece 
with the faith they profess to follow. | 

A small party of men and women 
parade up and down following some 
lenders with a long pole from the top 
of which flutters a small triangular 
flag, the very shape of which is Hin. | 
du, and a couple of tom-toms; this 18 | 
to invoke the aid of some of the many 
saints these people worship. The 
fact that the pilgrims carry “chatis” 
is due to a brilliant notion arrived 
nt by the chief ‘‘mullah,” or priest, | 
of a mosque situated on the hill 
crowned by the fort of Akbar, whieh | 
is seen in the distance. He had a 
vision this year, and in consequence | 
it was noised abroad that the tank 
of the holy edifice, which had lain 
parched and dry for some time, must 
be filled if the cholera were to be 
subdued. 80 inhabitants from vil- | 
far and near flocked to the | 
capital carrying ‘“‘gurrahs’’ of water, 
which were emptied into the holy 
tank whether they had been brought 
from some badly-infected district or 
not. Each villager, feeling that he | 
had cone all in his power to avert 
the calamity, returned happily | 
enough, little realizing that perhaps 
he was destined to die on his severul 
days’ march back or was carrying in 
fection to his hitherto unaffected 
home from this city cf mud-roofed 
houses, in which dwell huddled to- 
gethe’ some 120,000 exceedingly dirty 
inhabitants. 

What can a civilized nation do 
(writes our correspondent) to help 
such ignorant wretches, who will go 
down to the river, wash themselves 
and their clothes, throw all refuse 
into it, and then drink of its water 
in preference to that brought through 
pipes clean and pure, direct from the | 
snows, to their very doors? | 

The Fatteh Kadl is. very typical | 
of those in Kashmir. Built up en- 
tirely of timber and the foundations 
of the piers being boats fillled with 
stones to sink them to the bed of the 
river, the skeleton structure stands 
the strain particularly well when the 
river rises to flood level. 

The quaint spired building in the 
distance is the great mosque of Shah 
Hamadan, a Mahomedan saint of 
repute who established Islam in the 
valley.

The Gutenberg Bible fs Now Worth 
$20,000. 

The most valuable prin 
the world is t.» Gaten 
which was printed at Mainz, 
—the first printed book. "Its present 
value would be hard.to determine, as 
no copy has recently come up tor 
sale, but the price steadily advances. 
In 1884 a oR? in London brouglit 
$19,500, in 1 the Ashburnham copy 
on Vellum sold for $20,000. The late 
Robert Hoe estimated that it would 
not be long before the price of one of 
lad rare copies would come to $50,- 


Afier the Gutenberg Bible, Robt. H. 
Dodd, who is an authorit:

| books, places the Psalter, dated 1457, 
which is the first book printed with 


a date. It has been said that this 
book, if offered for sale would bring 
| over $50,000. 

A copy of the same Psalter, dated 
1459 was bought by Quaritch in Lon- 
don for something like $12,500. This 
book passed into the possession of 
Theodore Irving, of Oswego, N. Y., 
and later, wit:. his library, into th 
possession of J. P. Morgan. 

The ‘‘Receyyell of the History of 
Troy, printed by William Caxton, the 
first English printer, 1469-71, comes 
third on the list, being the first book 
printed in the English leneedin. There 
are only a few copies of it known, 
and of these few a still smaller num- 
ber are perfect. 

The first edition of Chaucer’s ‘‘Can- 
terbury Tales,” printed about 1478, is 
very rare and valuable, as are the 
1485 edition of Sir Thomas Malory’s 
“Morte d’Arthur,” and the First Folio 
| Shakespeare. A copy of the First 
Folio now in the library of # collector 
sold at the Van Antwerp sale in Lon- 
don a few years ago for $18,000. 

Extremely vaguable as being the 
only perfect copy known is that of ! 
the first edition of i akespeare’s | 


“Venus and Adonis,” the first book 
of Shakespeare’s to be p=blished. 

Rounding out the ten most valuable 
printed book in the world, Mr. Dodd 
would place the 1459 edition of the 
Psalter mentioned above in the final 
place on the list. 

As shedding some light on the sub- 
ject it may be mentioned that not 
on: since the library of Mr. Howard 
Willetts, of White Plains, N.H., was 
destroyed by fire, and he engaged Mr. 
Wendell, an appraiser of rare books, 
to estimate his loss. The prices plac- 
ed on some of them are fairly stag- 
gering to ordinary mortals. For in- 
stance, a set of Cruikshankiana is 
estimated at $35,875, and an original 
edition of Thackeray’s writings at 
$25,250. These values are not guessed 
at, however, but are lsanaed on a 
thorough accuaintance with the

That's the whole operation. A quick 
woman can perform it in thirty min- 
utes.

Nor need she lift the clotbes 
from the time she puts them into the 
machine until she bangs them out. 
All she must do ts to feed them througb 
a wringer. 

Furtbermore, washing done this way 
can be done two or three times a week 
instead of once. It is better with a 
machine to wash frequently, Simply 
use the machine as a clothes hamper 
and when it is full turn on the water 
and the power. Instead of a bugbear, 
washing becomes not much more of 
an ordeal than winding the clock.

. Ration For Growing Pigs. 

It is impossible fur any one to say 
what is the best ration for growing 
pigs. The feeding capacity of one dif- 
‘fers from another, We. bave been 
feeding for years, yet are all the time 
‘looking and anticipating some way to 
produce better results, writes an Ohio 
farmer in the Nationa) Stockman. Some- 
times we think we are feeding more 
grain than necessary; then: again we 
think we are not feeding enough. As 
a rule, more pigs are underfed than | 
overfed. We find a good ration for 
developing youngsters is five pounds 
of O. P. ollmeal, ten pounds of wheat 
bran or middlings, fifteen pounds of 
cornmeal and oue pound of ralt well | 
mixed in a barrel witb milk and warm 
water, feeding all they will eat up 
clean morning and night. If you have 
apples, cabbage or roots feed them at 
noon. After they have eaten their 


‘evening slop feed them one pound of 


corn to each pound of live weight of 

pigs. Ground wheat, barley or oats 

cap be substituted for a portion of the 

bran and middlings if desired. 
Feeding the Calf. 

No farmer can afford to start his 
calf off in any other way but well. 
The caif should have a_ sufficient 
quantity of whole milk until its ration 
tap be made partly skimmilk or whol- 
ty skimmilk without danger of stunt- 
ing. The calf bas no use for more 
than three-fourths of a gallon of whole 
milk per dey for the period of a week.

Bronze Statue of Celebrated ‘Venetian

Siam, of Cochin- -China, of Japan; the 
the first to speak of that museum of | 
wonder and beauty, the Indian Archi- 
pelago; of Java, tne pearl of islands;

tain of Adam ; of India, not as a 
mythical region, but as a country 
seon and partially explored; of the
